Misunderstanding and con- 


fusion seem to be the principal 
problems 
concerning 
the 


revision of city ordinances 
regulating taxi rates in Cor- 
sicana. 


City Manager Dick Ballenger 


is rewriting the taxi ordinances 
following a request for rate 
increases from Stewart Smith 


City Cab Co., but there is 


confusion on what the 


o 


present rates are. 


allenger 
told the 
city 


commission in its last meeting 
he understood both Corsicana 
cab services are presently 
charging rates that are higher 
than permitted by city or- 
dinances. He said this fact and 
the confusing nature of the old 
ordinances 
prompted 
his 


request to revamp the rules. 
The commissioners agreed to 
let Ballenger update the or- 
dinances. 


Since that time, Willie Matous 


of Yellow Cab and Smith have 
told The Daily Sun their rates 
are in compliance with the 
present ordinances. 


Local taxi rates are based on 


a system of zones, numbering 
one through five. Matous and 
Smith said if a person gets into a 
cab in zone one, for example, 
and goes to another place in the 
same zone without entering 
another one, he is charged 55 
cents. Zone one is basically the 
downtown area of Corsicana. 


Ballenger told The Daily Sun 


and city commissioners he had 
been informed both cab com- 
panies are charging 65 cents for 
zone one services. He said he 
also understood both were 
charging 10 cents too much in 
each of the five zones. 


BALLENGER SAID he based 


his 
opinion 
on 
Smith's 


statements during the city 
commission meeting in which 
he asked for rate increases. The 
subject was tabled at that time 
to determine exactly what the 
rates are and whether or not the 
cab companies are in com- 
pliance with those rates. 


Smith told The Daily Sun he 


must have been misunderstood 
at the meeting because he did 
not intend to indicate taxi rates 
are higher than permitted by 
city ordinances. Matous told 
The Daily Sun he has not been 
consulted in the matter, but 
Yellow Cab rates are the same 
as provided for by the city or- 
dinances. 


Another issue in regard to the 


taxi rate question concerns 
franchising. Ballenger told the 
commission 
neither 
cab 


company has fulfilled the city's 
requirements for operating 
cabs in 1973. He said Yellow Cab 
has paid a two per cent gross 
sales tax for 1973 but City Cab 
has not. He also said neither 
company has paid a $20 per 
vehicle permit fee. 


Since that time, Ballenger 


told The Daily Sun he is not sure 
whether or not the $20 fee is 
supposed to be paid each year 
or just once when a vehicle is 
put into operation. He said he is 
awaiting a legal opinion on the 
question from City Attorney 
Glenn Stewart. 


Ballenger said the new city 


ordinance he plans to propose to 
the city commission will 
separate the basic operating 
rules and individual franchises. 


He said he did not plan to 


make any recommendation on a 
rate increase. 


Ballenger told the Daily Sun 


he thought that any increase 
would be "strictly up to the 
commission." 
He said he plans to present 
information concerning taxi 
rates in cities similiar in size to 
Corsicana with his proposed 
rewritten ordinance and let the 
commission 
handle 
the 


problem. 


Ballenger said the taxi rate 


situation is "something I 
inherited and am trying to clean 
up." He said he hopes to have 
his proposed ordinance ready 
for the Nov. 20 meeting of the 
commission, but it may not be 
possible. It will be presented 
two weeks later, he said, if he 
cannot wrap it up by Nov. 20.

The Corsicana City Com- 


mission tentatively approved an 
increase in local taxi rates 
during its Tuesday meeting at 
City Hall. The new rates will 
become effective Jan. 1 if given 
final approval in the Dec. 4 
commission meeting. 


Minimum fare under the new 


rates goes up from 55 cents to 75 
cents. The cost for each ad- 
ditional passenger traveling to 
one location also increases from 
ten cents to 25 cents. 


The commission decided to 


notify City Cab Co. that 
charging excessive rates should 
cease 
immediately. 
City 


Manager Dick Ballenger said a 
check by his office showed City 
Cab is charging in excess of 
rates allowed by present or- 
dinances. 


Ballenger told the com- 


mission "Yellow Cab Co. is in 
compliance in every way" with 
current 
city 
ordinances 


regulating taxi service. Willie 
Matous of Yellow Cab proposed 
the increased taxi rates to the 
commission 
during 
the 


meeting. 


Consideration of a new or- 


dinance to regulate taxi service 
and a new franchise form to 
operate a cab company was 
tabled. City Attorney Glenn 
Stewart asked for the move, 
saying he and Ballenger "need 
more time -to study'* the 
proposals. 


In other business, approval 


was given on first reading to six 
amendments to the city's 
personnel and administrative 
regulations. One amendment 
concerning 
occupational 


disability and injury leave was 
tabled upon Stewart's request to 
fnrthpr stndv it.

R. D. CATE was granted a 


dance permit for Nov. 23 and 24 


with provision that an off-duty 
or reserve police officer be 
employed at the scheduled 
dances. The dances are slated 
for adults at the downtown Old 
Attic Club, according to Police 
Chief Don Massey. 


Delma Ware, director of 


municipal services, outlined 
plans to propose updated or- 
dinances regarding the city's 
building codes, possibility of 
microfilming city records, and 
updating various antiquated 
merchandising ordinances. 


Ware also said the city's 


condemnation 
plans 
are 


progressing and 137 structures 
have been condemned. He said 
some of the structures are being 
renovated, but many of the lots 
are being cleared so they will be 
more attractive to potential 
buyers. 


Ballenger told the com- 


mission he had a city employe 
take a cab to a pre»determined 
destination to learn what local 
taxi rates are being charged. He 
said the employe then returned 
to his original location in a cab 
from the other company. 


Yellow Cab charged 55 cents, 


as provided by current or- 
dinances, for the same trip that 
City Cab charged 65 cents for, 
according to Ballenger. He said 
he recommends City Cab's 
license be revoked unless the 
company complies with the 
current ordinances as soon as 
possible. 


The commission agreed with 


Ballenger on stopping excessive 
rates. Comm. Geral Nichols 
noted, however, he felt the city 
is "as much to blame as the cab 
companies are" in the matter, 
because the present ordinances 
have not been enforced. 


Mayor Sue Youngblood and 


Comms. Bob Scott, 
P.D. 


Fullwood, H.R. Stroube Jr. and 
Nichols attended the afternoon 
session, which lasted more than 
three hours.

Jaycees Hear Energy Talk

"The present production of 


fuel is not adequate enough to 
produce the amount of energy 
required," James B. Thomas, 
contract specialist with Texas 
Power and Light Co. in Dallas, 
told members of the Corsicana 
Jaycees and their 
guests 


Friday. 


Touching briefly on the im- 


portance of nuclear energy 
power Thomas pointed out that 
at present there are 37 nuclear 
power plants operating in the U. 
S., 60 are under construction, 
and more than 80 are in the 
planning stages. 


"Nuclear power plants will 


supply 34 per cent of the total 
energy needed by 1980," he 
said. 


He 
explained 
that 
the 


problem? involved in building 


nuclear plants include a time 
period of from eight to 10 years 
from the time of the planning 
stage until the time it is built, 
getting a building permit from 
the Atom': Energy Com- 
mission, and long term hearings 
involving the public officials 
and local residents. 


He explained that many 


people object to nuclear power 
plants because they don't un- 
derstand them and because the 
word "nuclear" immediately 
brings to mind a huge explosion 
or bomb. 


"There are no dangers in- 


volved in operating a nuclear 
plant or oi disposing of the 
•'wastes/' he said. 


There are more than three 


million trucks today on less 
than three million farms in 
the United States. 


Lary Reed

Dr. Ben W. Jones resigned as 


president of Navarro Junior 
College Tuesday after serving 
17% years. 


Leighton Dawson, chairman 


of the college's board of 
trustees, said Tuesday night 
that the resignation was a 
matter of "mutual agreement" 
between Jones and the trustees. 


"When wfe rear our children 


we know that someday we must 
part with them regardless, or 
rather because of our deep love 
for them," Jones told the 
college's trustees during a 
specially called meeting at 3 
p.m. 


Immediately following the 


acceptance 
of 
Jones' 


resignation, the 
- trustees 
ap- 


pointed Lary Reed—assistant 
vice president for 
affairs and dean of technical 
arts—as acting president of the 
college. 


"We have great confidence in 


him to lead us at this point," 
said 
NJC 
trustee 
Oliver 


Albritton Jr. The trustees in- 
dicated Reed will have full 
authority as head £ 
of the college until another 
president is chosen. Dawson 
said Tuesday night that the 
board has no one in mind yet for 
the permanent position. 


& 
Jones told the trustees, "We 


have an institution of which we 
can all be proud. I feel that I 
understand our problems and 
know some of the 
cures. 


However, it is perhaps true that 
a new individual with fresh 
ideas and a different philosophy 
may be able to find new an- 
swers to the needs which those 
of us close to the situation may 
not see." 


JONES SAID he sincerely 


hopes a new president will bring 
fresh ideas to the college. He 
added, "Please believe that 
wherever 
my family and I 


locate, a part of our hearts will 
remain forever at Navarro 
Junior College." 


Jones declined to reveal 


future plans. He left the 
meeting room immediately 
following the brief statement. 


During the special meeting of 


the board of trustees, and in a 
meeting of the entire college 
faculty immediately following, 
Dawson read a statement ex- 
plaining Jones* resignation. 
Dawson said the board has for 
several months been discussing 


the needs and goals of NJC with 
Dr, Jones. 


"We think most everyone will 


understand that the goals of the 
470's are necessarily quite 
-different from those of the '60s 
and even more vastly different 
from those of the '50s," the 
board chairman said. He said 
the needs of the former years 
were principally in the areas of 
building up the physical plant, 
keeping the budget in balance 
and in the black, strengthening 
the facility, and gaining 
recognition academically. "In 
meeting these needs we could 
not have chosen a better man 
than our president." 


DAWSON SAID that during 


Jones' time as president, many 
new 
buildings 
have 
been 


completed, 
the 
college's 


finances have never been in 
better shape, and the athletic 
program is "tops right now." 


The needs of the '50s and (60s 


were met reasonably well, 
Dawson continued, but "...we 
might have dwelt a little too 
much on the physical and 
financial needs of our College 
rather than on some of the 
things of a more intangible 
nature—like spirit, pride, esprit 
de corps, enthusiasm, public 
relations and things of this 
sort." 


Dawson said the board of 


trustees and Dr. Jones mutually 
reached the conclusion that a 
new type of leadership is 
necessary to achieve the needs 
and goals of the future. He 
added that Jones has "sought to 
put the interests of the college 
first, even to the exclusion of his 
own personal interests." 


It was after several months of 


soul-searching that the board 
and Dr. Jones decided a change 
is necessary, Dawson con- 
tinued. There never seemed to 
be a "proper time" to make the 
change, he said, but the board 
decided to do so while the 
college is in good order. 


DAWSON CONCLUDED the 


statement on behalf of the board 
by saying the board has a very 
high regard and respect for Dr. 
Jones. "He has brought us to a 
very high plateau, and we have 
only to look around us on this 
campus to see some of the fruits 
of his labor," he said. 


The majority of the NJC 


faculty did not seem surprised 
at the announcement of Dr. 
Jones resignation. Several

Registrar Don Tuttle's future 
status with the college looks 
brighter now than it did several 
weeks ago, Acting President 
Lary Reed said Wednesday. 


A report had been circulating 


on campus that Tuttle would not 
be continued with NJC next 
year,.another cut mentioned as 
a possibility because declining 
enrollment was causing a 
decline in state funds. 


Tuttle confirmed this mor- 


ning that in the latter part of 
October he'd been told there 
was a possibility he might not 
be rehired next year. 


He came to NJC as registrar 


Aug. 15, 1972, when registrar 
Henry W. Moore was made vice 
president of student affairs. 


However, Reed said today 


that t(that decision (on Tuttle) 
has not been made. I'd like to 
see him stay.11 He praised 
Tuttle's capabilities highly. 


Reed said 
that 
if 
the 


enrollment of NJC can be in- 
creased additional cuts may not 
be necessary for next year. 


NJC officials told The Sun last 


month that four instructors 
probably would not be reem- 
ployed because of the declining 
enrollment picture, stressing 
that the matter was one of 
economics and not having 
anything to do with 
the 


teachers* abilities. 


The same thing is true 


regarding Tuttle's status, Reed 
said, the possibility of his not 
being rehired not meaning to 
indicate any dissatisfaction 
with him at all.

that Reed has been chosen 
acting president, Dawson spoke 
of preventing a carry-over form 
the old administration. He later 
clarified the statement for The 
Daily Sun by saying he doesn't 
feel Reed should be inhi ited 
by the old administration ''still 
being in the saddle." 


NJC TRUSTEE Dr. Louis E. 


Gibson, who was not present 
during the acceptance of Dr. 
Jones' resignation and the 
approval 
of Reed 
as 
a 


replacement, described to the 
college faculty what kind of 
man will be sought to fill the 
office of president. "We don't 
know who we're going to get, 
but we know what we're going 
to get," he said. The next 
president should be "a man who 
can walk into any institution, 
and people will say 'here comes 
Navarro Junior College.' " Dr. 
Gibson added that the president 
should be "people oriented" and 
should be able to call every 
student by name and know 
something about the student. 


"This college can settle for 


nothing less than greatness," 
Dr. Gibson continued, "because 
we have the material to work 
with." 


In accepting the position as 


acting president of the college, 
Reed will retain his present 
salary and job as assistant vice 
president of academic affairs, 
the board of trustees agreed. 


Dr. Jones' contract does not 


expire until August, 1974, and he 
has not indicated he will waive 
the salary due him up until that 
time, Dawson said during the 
special session. 


Dr. Jones is the second 


president at NJC since the in- 
stitution was founded in 1946. He 
was appointed to the position in 
195fi after the death of the 
college's first president, Ray L. 
Waller.

Jones has been active in both 


civic and religious activities in 
Corsicana. He is a member of

the First Baptist Church here. 


He has been active statewide 


in junior college education, 
serving in 1963 as president of 
the Texas Junior College 
Association and in 1964-19(55 a.s 
president of the Texas Junior 
College Football Federation. 


Jones 
is 
a 
native of 


Washington, Ga. He and his 
wife, Winna, are the parents of 
two. 


Acting President Reed has 


been at NJC since 1962. He 
came to the college as a draf- 
ting instructor. He has served 
as assistant vice president for 
academic affairs and dean of 
technical arts since 1971. Before 
this date, he held only the title of 
dean. 


Reed has a master's degree in 


education from East 
Texas 


State University which he 
received 
in 1963 
and 
. 


bachelor's degree from 
the 


same institution which he 
recieved in 1961, He is a 1959 
graduate of NJC. 


Reed is a native of Kerens. He 


is a member of the First 
Methodist Church of Corsicana, 
the Corsicana Rotary Club, and 
the 
American 
Technical 


Education Association. 


Reed complimented Jones fur 


the goals he has fulfilled during 
his time as president of the 
college. "I really feel like Dr. 
Jones has given tremendous 
leadership to the college in the 
past and has led the college 
through some difficult times/'

County Agent's Report 


Sun Is Aiding Harvest 


By Gene Sears 


County Extension Agent 
SOIL AND CROP CON- 


DITION: The sun has been 
welcome all week and many 
hope it will stay dry for another 
week or two. With another week 
of dry weather, most farmers 
would be able to complete their 
cotton harvest. The cotton 
harvest is now approximately 
75 to 80 per cent complete. 


Pastures have continued to 


grow with good moisture, but 
much more slowly with the 
cooler temperature. 
We still 


have good growth nearly all 
warm 
season 
permanent 


pastures. Small grain and other 
cool season crops have been 
making good growth and are 
furnishing good grazing. 


TAX PLANNING CAN SAVE 


MONEY: Many opportunities to 
reduce or defer paying federal 
income taxes are available to 
farmers. 


Cash farm income often 


fluctuates greatly from year to 
year. 
Good 
financial 


management includes leveling 
taxable income to reduce or 
defer taxes. Since this year is an 
unusually high income year for 
many Texas farmers, quick 
action can help reduce the 1973 
tax bill.. 


The first step in year end tax 


planning is to determine where 
the farm business stands now. 
Good records make this job 
much easier. 


First, total this year's income 


and expenses up to the present 
time. Next, estimate and in- 
clude expected transactions for 
the rest of the year. Then, 
compute 
depreciation 
for 


buildings and equipment. Using 
these results, estimate the 
taxable income. 


Depending on your findings, 


you may want to buy more 
supplies or sell less than you 
planned before next Jan. 1. 


Farmers using the cash 


method of accounting who need 
to reduce taxable income should 
consider buying fertilizer, feed 
and other supplies for use next 
year. Buying fertilizer now may 
be an especially good move, 
since higher prices and tighter 
supplies are expected next 
spring. Purchasing needed 
machinery, equipment and 
breeding animals also helps 


reduce taxable income. In most 
cases, farmers can use the 20 
per cent additional write-off the 
first year and can also use the 
investment tax credit. 


Money 
spent 
for con- 


servation, land clearing and 
land forming is deductible, 
subject to certain limitations. 
Such expenditures may not only 
save taxes now but may also be 
an excellent long term in- 
vestment. 


Delaying crop or livestock 


Grazing winter pastures with 
lightweight calves is a good way 
to increase the weight and value 
of late calves. 


Cows with fall-born calves 


have 
higher 
nutrient 


requirements than dry cows. 
Using winter pastures for cows 
with fall calves is another way 
to convert high quality forage 
into dollars. 


Winter 
pasture 
demon- 


strations throughout Texas 
show the profit potentials from

sales until after Jan. 1 may help high producing winter pastures 
reduce taxable income. Crop and productive, efficient cattle, 
sales can be delayed by using a 
deferred payment contract or 
on farm storage. 


Remember that the objective 


of income tax management is 
not just to minimize taxes, but 
to maximize after-tax profits. 
Do not sacrifice farm profits by 
making unwise purchases and 
sales just to reduce 1973 taxes 
by a few dollars. Where a choice 
exists between a wise tax 
decision and a good business 
decision, choose the alternative 
that will produce the larger 
income after taxes. 


USE WINTER PASTURES 


WISELY: Winter pastures 
provide forage that is ex- 
ceptionally high quality and 
relatively expensive to grow, so 
county livestock producers 
should use these 
pastures 


wisely. 


Plenty of soil moisture and 


warm daylight temperatures 
with plenty of sunlight allow 
winter 
pastures 
to 
make 


luxuriant growth in the next few 
weeks. 


Grazing should be delayed 


until root development is suf- 
ficient to thoroughly anchor the 
young plant. Excessive soil 
moisture usually limits root 
development. 
Frequently, 


forage top growth may be 
adequate for grazing, but the 
plant may be poorly anchored. 


High quality winter pastures 


should be used by animals 
which can make maximum 
advantage of quality forage. 
Growing animals, such as 
steers and heifers, have high 
nutrient requirements and can 
utilize winter pastures ef- 
ficiently. Calving dates during 
1973 have been slightly later 
than in 1972, due to droughty 
conditions the previous year. 


Detailed information on winter 
pastures can be obtained from 
the county extension office.

ENNIS — Citizens from areas 


surrounding Ennis will soon be 
cut off from a number of ser- 
vices provided by Ennis, the 
City Council decided Monday. 


Ennis is giving notice to 


surrounding communities that, 
beginning Jan. 1, the City will 
no longer provide fire fighting 
service outside the city limits. 
The council also agreed that, 
beginning Feb. 1, non-Ennis 
residents will not be allowed to 
use the city's sanitary landfill. 


Until Feb. 1, charges have 


been raised from $1 to $5 per 
car, from $3 to $10 per pickup 
truck, and from $3 to $15 for 
small trailers.

Scotch Plains, N.J.. history buff 
who reopened the 193-year-old 
case, says •'public opinion is 
now in Arnold's corner" and 
he's going to appeal to Con- 
gress. 


The Army's Board For Cor- 


rection of Military Records did 
not look into treason accusa- 
tions that have blackened Ar- 
nold's name throughout history. 


What it did examine was 


Lindner's claim that Arnold 
should not have been convicted 
by a 1780 court-martial on two 
charges 
of misconduct, in- 


cluding "using public wagons to 
transport private property." 


Lindner contends Arnold was 


a victim of "character assassi- 
nation" by political enemies, 
that 
the 
prosecution 
never 


proved Arnold profited by his 
actions, and that the general 
was subjected to double jeop- 
ardy because a congressional 
committee preciously had ex- 
onerated Arnold of the same 
charges. 


Recently, about five months 


after agreeing to consider Lind- 
ner's formal appeal, the Army 
board notified him that "in- 
sufficient evidence has been 
presented to indicate probable 
material error or injustice" 
and that his application was de- 
nied. 


Raymond J. Williams, the 


board's executive 
secretary, 


told a reporter "we tried to 
give the guy (Arnold) a fail 
shake. We spent a lot of time 
on the case." 


Williams said, "We had ex- 


treme difficulty in locating the 
records of General 
Arnold's 


court martial." 


"The records were hard to 


decipher," Williams said. 
"It 


was terrible." 


Lindner had no complaint 


against Army board officials, 
calling them "fair minded men 


working within the framework 
of ... military law." 


Hut he said in a letter to The 


Associated Press that "1 have 
no intention of abandoning my 
appeal." 


Alany people who have read 


or heard of his appeal have 
been writing to him. Lindner 
said, and the mail is running at 
better than nine to one in favor 
of Arnold.
